of the nineteenth century ‘‘ were the

““Lothair ” and Froude in proof. The 
farmers were then prosperous men. Our 
author tells us that, when he was a boy, a 
farmer at a meet, his heart warmed by the 
then fashionable champagne breakfast, 
would give him a sovereign to buy a hunt- 
ing whip. Lord Willoughby praises the Bar- 
chester noyels as giving a true picture of 
the England of his youth. Hunting, of 
course, was a chief part of life, and our 
author tells how his father, at their last 
meeting, talked of the Warwickshire 
Hounds. ‘‘ He begged me to do all I could 
to prevent motor cars being used for any 
purpose connected with hunting.” * 


interesting chapter, and there are good 
chapters on hunting and other sports, 
though here we have only what the author 
has saved from another book, which was 
devoted to us When be succeeded his 
father in 1902 Lord Willoughby believed 
that “there was nothing except his 
bankers between him and the perpetual 
Vi peo of the Warwickshire Hounds.”’

On all these questions Dr. Gore writes 
with great candour and clearness. His 
position is quite definite. He regards 
the three-fold order of ministry as 
apostolic and essential to the Church’s 
life, and he is a sacramentalist. Doctrin- 
ally he is anti-modernist, and he 
adheres to the ancient creeds. Yet 
Dr. Gore himself makes a notable ad- 
mission. He emphatically declares—more 
than once—that “Christianity is, first of 
all, ‘The Way.’ Itis a life—a social life to 
be lived, It is as a life, rather than a 
doctrine, that in the New Testament it 
makes its tremendous and difficult claim 
upon men, The doctrine is only the neces- 
sary background of the life.” Here, we 
believe, Dr. Gore touches the heart oí the 
matter. But if Christianity is “a life 
rather than a doctrine,’’ if it was “a social 
life to be lived ” in the view of the Apostles 
and the primitive Christians, and Christ 
Himself, why insist that such things as 
order of ministry and sacraments are 
essential?’ Why make them a term of 
fellowship and a condition of the reunion 
of the urches? Surely whoever lives 
“the life” is a Catholic Christian, a New 
Testament Christian, irrespective of his 
views on the sacraments and the ministry. 


We heartily commend these volumes to 


all who are interested in religious inquiry, 
Even those readers who are unfamiliar 
with scientifie theology may read them with 
pleasure and profit. To students it would 
have been a considerable help if, in 
addition to the index of names, an index 
of subjects had been provided. We have 
noticed one slip of the pen.

READING AND CRITICISM. 
These pocket volumes are beautifully 
bound and printed, The first was re- 
viewed in these columns when the library 
edition (still available at 15s.) appeared. 
The second is a re-impression of a book 
which had gone out of print. It consists 
of articles written—with two exceptions— 
for the Speaker in the early ‘nineties. 
“O, ” was then about twenty-nine years 
of age. Work done under newspaper 
pressure, at the rate of two articles a 
week, by a young man not long out of the 


University, is apt to be fugitive in interest | 


and hurried in execution, if not in con- 
ception. Yet these papers are wonderfully 
mature, fresh and significant. 

“0.” now occupies an illustrious posi- 
tion as Professor of English Literature to 
the University of Cambridge; but it is 
pleasant to know that he began at the 
beginning, worked his way by sheer merit, 
and owes his advancement to hard work 
and not to any favour of the blind goddess. 
He has practised the trade of writing with 
consistent success. Always & student, 
endowed by nature with sound sense—an 
attribute characteristically FEnglish—and 
also with humonr—a quality less commonty 
attributed to his race—he is admirably 
equipped for the task of criticism. We 
recommend these books unreservedly. They 
possess, in our judgment, many of the 
qualities which, aecording to Sainte Beuve, 
go to the making of a classic. They have 
something universal and permanent about 
them. ‘Together, they are the fruit of a 
lifetime’s thinking, reading and writing— 
“rich garners holding the full-ripened 
grain.” In matter ns Pasa in ideas and 
style, they are full of intellectual breeding 
and ancestry, ‘‘Q.’’ was nurtured on the 
masterpieces of Greece, Rome and Eng- 
land,’ and every page that he writes 
exhibits the mettle of his pasture.

Phose who have 
had opportunity to study the deportment 
of a certain class of Anglican divines at 
a foreign table d’héte may, perhaps, under- 
stand the antipathy. There was almost 
always a certain sleek offensiveness about 
Charles Kingsley when he sat down to 
write. He had a knack of using the most 
insolent language, and attributing the 
vilest motives to all poor foreigners and 
Roman Catholics and other extra-parochial 
folk, and would exhibit a pained and 
completely ludicrous surprise on finding 
that he had hurt the feelings of these un- 
happy inferiors—a kind of indignant 
wonder that Providence should have given 
them any feelings to hurt. At length, en- 
qomnegns by popular applause, this very 
second-rate man attacked a very first-rate 
man. He attacked with every advantage 
and with utter unscrupnlousness ; and the 
first-rate man handled him; handled him 
gently, scrupulously, decisively; returned 
him to the parish and left him there, a 
trifle dazed, feeling his muscles.’’ 

Such freedom of speech abounds in the 
hook; yet, perhaps, this is one of the 
passages to which, in an introductory dedi- 
cation, ‘‘ Q. ” refers when he speaks of the 
besetting fault ef the young journalist, 
who finds no satisfaction in his business 
of making bricks without straw unless he 
can straightway heave them at somebody.

JOSEPH CONRAD.

The son was 
educated at Cracow, where he remained 
until 1874, when, overcome by an impelling 
impulse, he went to sea, landing in Eng. 
land for the first time in 1878, quita 
i ant nf English. He joined the Duke 
of Sutherland as an ordinary seaman in 
the same year; and became a master in 
the English merchant service in 1864, 
when he was naturalised as a British 
citizen. Leaving the sea in 1894, he gent 
the manuscript of a novel, which he had 
been writing at various periads during his 
sea life, te Mr. Fisher Unwin.

A ROLLING STONE.

Sir Walter 

Scott quotes the words approvingly in his 

lel on February Ist, 1 .—Yours, etc., 


Queen’s County, September 17th, 1924, 


THE SIXPENNY TAX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have read the statement issued from 
Government Buildings on the sixpenny tax, 
and my first inclination is to pay tribute to 
the courage of the Minister and departments 
concerned for saying so candidly where they 
stand in the matter. Next, one wonders how 
the man in the street feels about it. . We 
are told that our one industry at present 1s 
agriculture, and, if so, it will have to carry 
this tax eventually. The aim of industry 1s 
to reduce the cost of production, one item 
of which is distribution. One Ministry wishes 
to transfer the distribution to the Saorstat's 
happy retailers, but what about the farmer? 

We are asked not to confuse these charges 
with Customs duty, but the warning is un- 
necessary. The writer ted some wearing 
apparel hate after a holiday in England. An 
old pair of slippers was included, and ós. 
had to be paid on delivery. Inquiry whether 
duty-paid goods bought in the Free State 
were liable to a further duty every time they 
crossed the frontier produced a courteous 
explanation that " Bile coming into the 
Free State were allowed, free of duty, in 
their accompanied luggage all their needs in 
the line of boots, shoes, etc. ‘They are 
expected to avail themselves of this conces- 
sion. Goods coming through the post are not 
considered as accompanied luggage, and are 
liable to duty. Refund will not be granted.” 

This should make the difference perfectly 
plain. There are some other little differences 
in classification—such as a piano-stool’s comin

Mr. Frederick Dyas, an official of the 
Labour Exchange, gave evidence of the de- 
fendant having drawn £2 8s. unemployment 
benefit between the 17th March and the 7th 
April.. The defendant, in reply to his ques- 
tions, said that he was sii oyed and was 
not in receipt of sickness benefit. 

Mr. Michael McCausland, an official of the 
Catholic Young Men’s Insurance Society, 
Harrington street, stated that the defendant 
had drawn £3 6s. sickness benefit from that 
society from the 10th March to the Oth 
April. 

he defendant said that he thought that 
when he was getting two cards stamped he 
was entitled to draw both benefits. He 
denied that he was asked at the Labour 
Exchange whether he was in receipt of sick- 
ness benefit or not, 

Mr. Cooper, in announcing his decision, said 
that he considered that the defendant had 
been guilty of a fraud on the public funds, 
and that was a practice that must be stopped.
